BOSTON, Maes., Aug. 17.—The publi- 
cation of the fact that William Gray, jr., 
treasurer of the Atlantic and Indian 
Orchard Mills corporation, is defaulter 
to an enormous amount, has created 
great excitement here. 
It is believed

dollars. 
Gray 
was deposed from the treasurership of 
both corporations several days ago. 
He 
has lived magnificently and was regarded 
as very wealthy. 
He owns the fii^ cut- 
ter yacht, "Huron," and has been com- 
mander of the Dorchester Yacht club 
for several years. 


It is stated that when Gray was con- 
fronted with the charge he confessed the 
crime and acknowledged that he had 
embezzled funds of the corporation to 
the extent of $500,000 or $600,000, but 
as to the use which he put the money, 
his only reply was "building opera- 
tions. " 
This accounting is believed to 
be true by the directors, who say his oj)- 
erations of this character have been no- 
torious. 
It is also believed Gray told 
the 
truth 
regarding 
the 
amount 
embezzled, 
and 
fhe 
directors 
do not expect to fiud it will exceed 
$600,000. 
It is known that Gray has 
left the city and it is thought he is 
making his way to Canada with a horse 
and buggy.

A Draught From the Source of 
Pierian Spring* 
[Special Correspondence.]

NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—Not long since I 
turned eastward in search of light. 
I shall 
never forget the first night I reached Con- 
cord, Mass. I arrived about 6 in the even- 
ing, and was just congratulating myself upon 
detecting in the hall of my boarding house the 
aroma of delicately cooked viands, when I 
was summoned to "tea," My heart nearly 
failed me at the ominous word; but so sharp- 
set was my appetite that it was impossible to 
blot out faith that something must come to 
appease my huiiger. 
I descended, crossed the 
threshold of the dining room, and there lay 
the board before me. 
Covered with sjKJtless 
linen it certainly was, but on the linen stood 
only a teapot, bread and butter, blueberries 
—round, dark, hard and defiant—and some 
slices of pale cake. 


A New England tea is enough to draw 
tears from a .stone. 
But this was the land of 
philosophy; here indeed was simple living, 
however it might be as to high thmking. 
My 
drooping spii-its were not elated by the infor- 
mation that breakfast wiis served at 6:S0a.m., 
dinner at noon, and tea at 5:.30 p. m. Thirteen 
mortal houi-s to digest those blueberries! 
I 
imdei-stood the origin of transcendentalism. 
I was already a disciple for mysticism, and 
started immediately to _ walk 
to 
Hillside 
chapel where the Scliool of Philosophy was 
held. 


It was a pretty i)ath I took under grand 
ehns, past the Emei-son home, along one of 
th(> principal streets of Concord. 
The chapel 
is an uiipaiiited, rough, board building, vine 
clad, ami nestlwl on a grassy slojie in an 
orchard adjoining the old Alcott house. 


It is a decidedly close little place when the 
sun shino>i with full summer heat, and the 
mi)f has a way of letting the rain dribble 
down jiiul<)sr)phic necks; but we were seekers 
after the higher way, so, of course, did not 
noticf* the small advei-sities of tliis mundane 
sphere. 
* 


For those disinclined to make their pilgrim- 
ages to M(icca on foot, there are huge omni- 
buses running to and fro. These vehicles are, 
of coui-se, not named omnibuses. 
A spade is 
not calloil a spade at Hillside chapel. 
The 
conveyance for the mystics is a "barge." 
It 
was in one of these that I first saw Miss Pea- 
body. 
Her hair hung, once upon a time, no 
doubt, in ringlets either side her face, but 
years had made havoc of the curls, and now 
straight locks straggled unkempt to the shoul- 
ders. 
AVith mantle hanging off this side, ker- 
chicf off that; with brooch and shawl pin 
askew, with well-inked digits, with one black 
cotton glove depending a good inch beyond 
the fingers of the left hand, with bonnet hang- 
ing by sleazy strings from the back of her 
head, with mystic utterance sat Elizabeth 
Pfeabody 


When one thinks of the noble work she has 
done for education one feels, in spite of her 
aijearance, a certain tenderness and gratitude 
for the gentle lady bending under her weight 
of foui-soore years. 
She has made our paths 
easier, let us not make her's rough. 


As Miss Peabody entered the chapel, directly 
behind her canie a little girl of some nine 
Rummei-s, nui-sing a big doll. 
This infant 
disciple was ac(-oinpanied by her mamma. 
Then Mi-s. Chen«iy, the lecturer of the even- 
ing, made her api>earance. 
Miss Peabody 
rose from her arm chair on the platform, ad- 
vanced to Mrs. Ciieney and saluted her m t h 
a transcendental kiss and embrace. 
It was 
sweet to see the affections flourish on the 
platform. 
Before the lecture there 
was 
one last thing necessary. 
Miss 
Peabody 
must be sujjplieri with a tumbler of water. 
Now all is ready and Mrs. Cheney begins to 
discourse on "Dante and Michael Angelo." 
Soon the infant philosopher, the owner of 
the doll, succumbs to sleep. 
Miss Peabody's 
bedtime is also apparently j«issed; her eyes 
are tight shut and head nodding. 
How hu- 
man it is to start up and in manner affirm 
that we have been wide awake all the time. 
But after acting this mild form of deceit sev- 
eral times, catastrophe overtook the ancient 
philosopher. 
Miss Peabody gave one big 
nofl, and head and tumbler went simulta- 
neously down into her lap. 
Anxious, devoted 
maidens rushed to her assistance, and in the 
twinkling of an eye the lap was bailed out and 
Miss Peabody righted; and again she was 
silently protesting that she had only intended 
to make deep obeisance to the golden trutlis 
spoken, and to offer up libations of water, 
Hamlet would have agreed with me, that all 
things in heaven and earth are di-eamed of in 
this philosophy. 


As I attended the school from day to day, 
it seemed tf) me that not more than one or two 
lecturers were at all deeply vei-sed in their 
subject. 
It is j)ossible, perhaps, on a founda- 
tion of those New England qualities—faculty 
and general smartness—to build up a passably 
good exjxjsition of social questions in our own 
times; but to discuss an Italian poet of a by- 
gone century, requires .scholarship. 
Most of 
the disquisitions on Dante were mere aca- 
demic essays, not worth, to a real student, the 
time consumed in listening to them. 
One 
feeble effort was merely a chaotic mass of 
quotations from various books on the poet, 
and infjst of these fi-om a critic considered 
by the scholarly ol absnlutely no worth. 
And 
such 
was 
the 
public 
criticism 
made 
by 
the 
only 
l);j)ite 
authority ' 
present, 
Professor 
Thoujas 
Davidson. 
Some 
of 
the 
lecturers 
U'iian 
with 
excuse.s for lack of preparation, notably one 
in which the speaker stated that the ideas 
presented were based on impressions made by 
youthful study of Dante thirty or forty years 
ago. This effort—if anything so feeblo can 
be called s-uch—ended with a sentimental ode 
as long as it was weak, written by tl» lec- 
turer when about 20 years old. 
Valuable 
contribution this to Dantesque literature! 
During the week devoted to the great Italian 
poet, the ecs-tasy with which Dante's love for 
Beatrice was referred to, sounded very odd to 
simple Nineteenth century ears. 
Mrs. Julia 
Ward 
Howe, in her lecture, 
mentioned 
that 
Beatrice 
married 
another 
than 
her 
lover, 
but 
failed 
in 
her eulo- 
gium of the poet's infinite love to tell us 
that he, too, married some one else, and had 
seven prosaic children. 
I grew impatient 
with the slurs at modem life and exaltation 
of chivalry. 


No one even superficially acquainted with 
the subject could claim that the knights of 
chivalry paid respect to woman comparable 
to that accorded the sex by men of our day. 
It was all so funny, thte contrast between 
the qssembly and its sayings; Women 
sit- 
ting on the platform freely discussing every- 
thing, the audience mainly 
composed of 
women, and yet all doing their best to be- 
little the sentiments of this generation and 
exalt those of- the middie ages. 
Ob, that I 
might have been a magician and could have 


said, "hey, prèsto!" and could have watched 
the fair lecturers as they vanished, one by 
one, into some moated castle, and seated 
themselves at the embroidery frame. 
Can 
BUch be the result of the refinenients of Bos- 
ton culture? Better, then, the less highly 
refined education of the west that gives 
more exact knowledge of history, and so 
fuller appreciation of our century. 


I regretted that circumstances did not per- 
mit of my remaining through the entire 
course; but I heard the week on Plato intro- 
duced by an amusing bit of by-play. 
A 
Bostonian sniiled down 
upon a 
western 
Bister, saying, "I suppose you are not well 
acquainted with Plato!" 


The answer came with entire simplicity. 
"A friend and I have been studying him a 
good deal for the last six years." 


"In translatioL of course," urged the Bos- 
tonian." 


"Oh, no, always in the original," was the 
reply. 
Constei-nation and hasty retreat. 


Well, the week on Plato is ended, and I 
hear from a friend that she got a few clear 
conceptions, though, on the whole, she is still 
vague as to the oneness of nothingness and 
the finiteness of infinity. 
She thinks 
she 
sees that what is isn't, and what isn't be- 
comes, but is not wholly convinced that "the 
mind is always ising or thinging things." 
One lecturer said these vital points 
were, at 
first, 
a little 
obscure, and the 
audience 
actually had enough sense left to greet the 
assertion w t h roars of laughter. 


But all work and no ¡)lay makes Jack a 
dull boy; so to relieve the philosophic mind 
there are occasional picnics and receptions. 
One breezy metaphysician, of the feminine 
gender, though quite unknown to everyboily, 
gushingly 'invited all the students to her 
rooms, generously extending her invitation to 
the lesturers and some of the jieople of Con- 
cord. 
She declared her intention beforehand 
of making her "at home" a "complete success." 
When the multitude was as.sembled in her 
diminutive apartments she asked two of the 
School of Philosophy speakers if they had 
anything to say. 
Naturally, they had not. 
The courtesy was returned—"have you noth- 
ing to give us yourself?" The fair hostess 
proved to be a poet who had been doomed to 
sing unheard. 
Here was her opportunity. 
She breathed out her inmost soul. 
One of 
the deepest thoughts was— 


"Oh, rose, I love thee, 
Fair rose, I love thee still!" 


There was no appearance of affectation or 
conceit, the abnormal sentimental ism was 
wholly sincere. 
She had come a long distance 
she said, to throw herself at the feet of 
one lecturer—one of the masculine gender 
naturali}'. 


Concord and its inhabitants are the chief 
glory of the S<'h(x>l of Philosophy. 
Among 
pleasant experiences was a delightful informal 
reception at Mr. and Mrs. Hoar's, and several 
happy meetings with Louise Alcott. 
Con- 
versation with the charming wife of Frank 
B. Sanborn made me doubly sorry in missing 
his lectures. 


Miss Alcott calls herself, in referring to her 
father's prot/gf', the School of Philosophy, 
"a naughty outsider." 
The description ap- 
plies to most Concord people. 
The do(;trine 
of the Hillside chapel is not food to their souls. 
It is exceptional to see an "old inhabitant" 
present. 
They smile good natu redly at the 
whole venture, and, with patronizing tone, 
foretell its decease from season to season. 
What has kept it alive is to them and to 
many others a mystery. 


But to return to Miss Alcott; she is a 
woman given to practical effort, and really 
has no leisure to devote to fruitlass theorizing. 
She talks exactly like her books, and is just 
as frank, just as charming as they. 
She has 
a keen sense of humor and recognizes the 
cant of the "isms." I heard her graphically 
descril)e a community her father once started. 
It was more thorough going than 
Brook 
Farm—no compromise there with degenerate 
humanity. 
The wearing of linen was their 
supreme doctrine; no other material 
for 
clothes was permitted. 
One «lisciple declared 
nudity was the chief necessity, and would 
have ridden his naked hobby but for the re- 
monstrances of good Mrs. Alcott. 
At last 
this son of Adam arlopted fig leaf, in shape of 
linen sheet, with a hole in the center for 
his 
head 
to 
slip 
through. 
In 
this 
•meagre attire he wandered away over the 
hills into the forest primeval. 
He fed on 
berries and roots, but, alas! was picked up 
and brought home insensible at the end of 
three days. 
Another disciple thought cooked 
food the root of all evil, and ate his potatoes, 
beans an<l ¡was raw. 
Another joyous mem- 
ber Ijelieved Juliet's philosophy "What's in a 
name," and used to say "damn you" for "God 
bless you," holding that as he was known to 
be a man running over with the milk of 
human kindne.ss a curse from him was tender 
greeting. 
Still another festive gentleman 
there was who claimed the right to 
do 
just what he felt like at any given mo- 
ment. 
Often at the midnight hour little 
Louise was awakened 
by the shrieks and 
howls of this aspiring .soul. 
He would roll on 
the floor, making melody the while, the ex- 
planation being: "I feel like it." But through 
the fiery furnace Louise Alcott pa.s.sed un- 
scathed. 
She is a brave, common sense 
woman, who quite siiigle-handed has won 
an honored name in American 
literature. 
Her fineness of feeling an i i:;ood judgment 
came out strongly upon oti-- jciint. 
A well- 
intentioned but unwise porr'»i p -i-suaded Mr. 
Alcott to go to the sdux)! cue morning. 
Miss Alcott opposed thi.s nntil (^jiposition was 
fruitless. I shall never forget t}||< womanly 
tenderness, the injiired pride in hci- tone, as 
she said in referring to the ofciii rence, "I 
dislike exhibitions of 
infirmit}'." 
As we 
parted from Mis.s Alcott she said, "fiet up 
a school of the philanthropies andl'll join."
